QUESTION: Please explain Matthew 24:16-20. What 
does it mean by pray that your flight be not in the winter, 
neither on the sabbath day?—S. M., Jensen Beach, Flori- 
da. 


A COMMON EXPLANATION of the 24th 
chapter of Matthew is that Christ was answering three 
questions, all of which are stated in verse 3: (1) When 
shall these things be (2) should it be the sign of thy 
coming (3) and of the end of the world? The first ques- 
tion concerns the destruction of Jerusalem which oc- 
curred almost forty years later in 70 A.D. It is obvious 
that the statement you refer to, “But pray ye that your 
flight be not in the winter, neither on the sabbath day,” 
referred to the flight of the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
from the city at the time of its destruction. When Titus 
invaded Jerusalem and utterly destroyed the city, the in- 
habitants had to flee or be subjected to captivity. Christ 
admonished them to pray that when the time of the 
flight should come it would not be in the winter when 
traveling would be difficult or impossible. They were to 
pray that the flight would not be on the Sabbath because 
they were not allowed to travel more than two miles from 
their homes on the Sabbath. (Acts 1:12, John 11:18).

THE FOURTH annual Missions Executive Re- 
treat of the EVANGELICAL FOREIGN MISSIONS ASSO- 
CIATION was held October 4-8 at the Westminster Hotel, 
Winona Lake, Indiana. Attendance totaled 118, represent- 
ing 44 missionary agencies and 23 educational institutions 
(colleges, seminaries, Bible institutes and Bible colleges). 
The Church of God delegates consisted of Rev. Paul H. 
Walker, Rev. J. H. Walker, Rev. W. H. Horton, and Rev. 
A. M. Phillips. 

This year’s Retreat program included the presentation 
and discussion of the following topics: “The Appointment 
of Non-Caucasian Missionaries” by Dr. Milton Baker 
(Conservative Baptist Foreign Missions Society); “The In- 
tegration of the Mission and the Church” by Rev. Melvin 
L. Hodges (Assemblies of God); “The Selection and 
Screening of Missionary Personnel” by Rev. Otis Leal 
(Wycliffe Bible Translators); “A Psychologist Examines 
the Missionary Candidate” by Dr. J. Raymond Attman 
(Sixth Avenue Baptist Church, Troy, New York). 

The closing sessions of the Retreat were devoted to dis- 
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cussions of “Missionary Curriculum” led by Dr. Merrill 
Tenney (Wheaton College) and Dr. Charles Seidenspinner 
(Southeastern Bible College). 
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HAITI IS RAVAGED BY MAJOR FAMINE

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti, Aug. 15—Between 17,000 and 
20,000 persons are starving to death, and an additional 
40,000 are desperately ill of malnutrition and disease in 
and near Jeremie, southwestern Haiti. Every day sees 
the death of infants and old people. 

The cause of the widespread misery is Hurricane Ha- 
zel, which last October devastated most of this Caribbean 
republic, particularly the southwest, and a severe drought 
last spring that withered new crops. 

In the last few days the Haitian Government has sent 
some medical aid into the area. The United States Gov- 
ernment is now distributing, through its aid mission, 6,700 
tons of food supplies. Jamaica is sending a shipment of 
food and medical supplies, it is reported. 

But officials say that these contributions, while allevi- 
ating some of the hunger and misery, are inadequate. 
The new harvest, which is expected to be meager, is two 
months off. The death toll will rise, officials say, unless 
quick and generous help of all kind is obtained. 

“There are places in the mountains that no one has 
been able to reach with food ever since the hurricane hit 
the island. People are too weak and sick to come down 
from the hills for help.” 

Eighty per cent of Haiti’s population is rural, poverty- 
ridden and illiterate. Even before the hurricane the Gov- 
ernment had decreed a “belt-tightening” program be- 
cause the economy was below par. 

The United States rushed in emergency food. In addi- 
tion, it supplied $350,00 worth of seed for quick-growing 
foods to replace crops destroyed, hand tools, medicines, 
and some vehicles. Other countries helped with food, 
clothing and building materials.

ing. One appreciates this day even more when he finds 
himself on foreign soil and the day not different from 
other days. Thank God for our great Nation and its of- 
ficial recognition of God’s goodness. Although many will 
think of this day as one of sumptuous feasts and foot- 
ball classics, others will lift reverent heads to heaven 
and give to God sincere thanks. 

On this day we shall, as usual, be thankful for what 
God has done for us. The blessings of the year, both 
spiritual and temporal, will be recounted. All of which is 
good. This is the normal and universal way to celebrate 
a Christian Thanksgiving. Thank Him for the greai things 
He has done for us! Thank Him for salvation! Thank Him 
for health! Thank Him for all His bounties! He has done 
much for us. But might it not be well for us to thank 
Him for what He has done with us? Let us give to you 
the blessed song of Thanksgiving found in Psalm 126. 
When the Lord brought back those that returned to Zion, 
We were like unto them that dream. 

Then was our mouth filled with laughter, 
And our tongue with singing; 
Then said they among the nations: 
“The Lord hath done great things with these.” 
The Lord hath done great things with us; 
We are rejoiced.

“This Psalm is called a Song of ascents or degrees. This, 
according to Spurgeon, is the seventh step, and we may 
therefore expect to meet with some special perfection of 
joy in it; nor shall we look in vain. We see here not 
only that Zion abides, but that her joy returns after sor- 
row. Abiding is not enough; fruitfulness is added. Here 
the truster becomes a sower; faith works by love, obtains 
a present bliss, and secures a harvest of delight.” ‘ 

In these six wonderful verses we have commemorated 
the work of forty-two thousand Babylonian Jews who left 
the riches of Babylonia and returned. with all they had to 
poverty-stricken Judea. It took several months to travel 
the long, dusty miles of desert between Babylonia and 
Judea. No wealth awaited them in the rubble of Jerusa- 
lem. The Lord had done great things for them; in later 
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on: the Psalmist was inspired to write that God had 


ne great things with them. 
We are Pentecostal people. Should we not strive to make 
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this a Pentecostal Thanksgiving? This inspired song can 
show us how we can do just this. 


‘FAR TOO MANY WANT Jesus to be their 
Saviour, and then refuse to make Him their Lord. We want 
Him to do great things for us, but are we willing to do 
great things for Him? Did you know that God does for 
us that we might do for Him? Jesus chose the Twelve and 
transformed their lives. He wanted to make them “fishers 
of men.” He met the much-married matron at the well 
and gave her a heavenly drink. This He did that she 
might invite other Samaritans to come see a Man who 
told her all things. God did great things for these. We 
thank Him for that, but do we thank Him for what He 
did with them? 

During the last half century the Lord has done much 
with us. At the beginning of this mighty Pentecostal De- 
luge the Christian world was not so well off as it is today. 
Modernism had crept into our seminaries; the old tenets 
of the faith were being assailed, and post-Millenial 
preaching was popular. For several decades it seemed as 
though fundamentalism would not survive. For the last 
decade the tide has been changing. What has happened? 
Sin is still rampant. Rationalism is still evident in high 
places. Yet, men of many denominations preach a re- 
vealed and supernatural religion. Groups who used to as- 
sail us as fanatics and heretics now welcome us into their 
fellowship and admit that we have a zeal and consecra- 
tion that is needed so much. Not too many have em- 
braced the teaching of Apostolic Power, but our preach- 
ing, teaching and pleading have led many to revise their 
thinking and has thus revitalized in many instances a dy- 
ing church. 

With a remnant of Spirit-filled, holiness people, God 
has kept alive the testimony of the primitive church. 
Thank God for this! May we also thank Him for His bless- 
ings to our church. What things has He done with us? 
He has made our name known around the globe. Mission- 
aries filled with His Spirit have gone forth with the 
Church of God message. Today, we are championing the 
message of Holiness and Pentecost in places where it has 
never been known. Recently a noted religious leader, not 
at all friendly to Pentecost, saw some of our work in the 
Caribbean area and returned home with a resounding tes- 
timony as to the scope and sincerity of our church. 

At home we are recognized as a vibrant and virile force 
in thousands of communities throughout the land.

world.” Thus, He who was the fulfillment and end of ev- 
ery Old Testament blood sacrifice had been announced to 
the world. Every sinner, however vile, from here to eter- 
nity could justly iay hold upon the claims of the pow- 
er of Jesus’ blood. “Wherefore He is able also to save them 
to the uttermost,” and as one has aptly said, “from the 
guttermost to the uppermost.” This is the Saviour at 
whose nail-pierced feet we pause this Thanksgiving Day 
to say, “Thank you.” 


SECOND, I SHOULD like to thank God be- 
cause He gave us Jesus who is the Great Physician. 

“But he was wounded for our transgression, he was 
bruised for our iniquities: the chastisement of our peace 
was upon him; and with his stripes we are healed,” Isaiah 
53:5. Peter tells us in 1 Peter 2:24, ‘Who his own self 
bare our sins in his own body on the tree, that we, being 
dead to sins, should live unto righteousness: by whose 
stripes ye were healed.” He who was and is our Saviour, 
was and is our Healer. “With his stripes we are healed.” 
“By whose stripes ye were healed.” 

Healing for the body is a finished work as far as Christ 
is concerned. It was purchased in Pilate’s judgment hall 
when they laid aside His seamless robe and beat His back 
with many stripes. To us it is a present work and can 
either be definite or progressive even as our faith is ex- 
ercised. How many now reading this message can lift up 
holy hands and praise the Great Physician for His heal- 
ing power? Many of you have cheated disease of its rack- 
ing pain and tortuous, lingering death because of a heal- 
ing touch from the nail-pierced hand of the Great Physi- 
cian. Will you hesitate long enough to say “Thank you” 
this Thanksgiving Day? 

Third, I should like to thank God because He gave us 
Jesus who is a Friend that sticketh closer than a brother. 

Jesus is not only your Saviour and Healer, but He is 
also your best Friend. 

He is more than a mere acquaintance, a distant rela- 
tive, or even your own father and mother, for we hear 
the Psalmist say, “When my father and my mother for- 
sake me, then the Lord will take me up.”

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celebrated as a national holiday has been a cus- 
tom in America a little less than-100 years. After 
many hardships and dangers in a voyage across the 
ocean, then with more hardships, sufferings and death 


Al DAY PROCLAIMED AS Thanksgiving Day and 


’ in their new land of freedom, the Pilgrim fathers ex- 


pressed their gratitude to God for His mercy and bless- 
ings in sparing their lives and for giving them a harvest; 
and this was more than 300 years ago. Yet the pattern 
had been set long, long before this time, as we find where 
Moses directed the Hebrews, “Thou shalt keep the feast 
of the tabernacle seven days, after thou hast gathered in 
from thy threshing-floor and from thy wine-press; and 
thou shalt rejoice in the feast . . . seven days shalt thou 
keep a feast unto the Lord thy God.” This was’a celebra- 
tion of the harvest; in all probability, they were express- 
ing their gratitude to God for His blessings upon them. 
Thanksgiving has become so much a part of the Ameri- 
can tradition that we are prone to think that it is of 
American origin, but Thanksgiving can be traced back 
through the ages even to the Canaanites, from whom the 
children of Israel adopted so many of their customs. In 
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the book of Judges we find this record, “And they went 
out into the fields and gathered their vineyards, and trod 
the grapes and held festival, and went into the house of 
their god, and did eat and drink.” 


We take pride in the proclamation of Governor Brad- 
ford of the Pilgrim settlement at Plymouth, ordering a 
three-day feast and celebration in October, 1621, to give 
prayerful thanks for the harvest they had enjoyed follow- 
ing their first tragic winter on the shores of their new 
home of freedom. Everything was not.rosy by any means; 
yet, they found in their hearts that gratitude to God for 
His provision in sparing them and giving them some- 
thing to harvest. 


During that first winter of suffering, privation, sick- 
ness, and death, they lost more than half of their original 
number, and secretly buried them at night so the Indians 
would not be aware of their dwindling numbers. At one 
time all but six or seven of all the Pilgrims were ill. 


The following spring and summer had been kind to 
them. They were enabled to build warm cabins to protect 
them from the bitter winter weather, and their first crops 
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produced what was to them a bountiful harvest. Is it not 
true that this land of the free and home of the brave still 
produces a bountiful harvest? If any nation ever had 
cause to be thankful, it is America. Everywhere we look, 
and everywhere we go, we find evidence of the blessings 
of a heavenly Father. Each day should be a thanksgiving 
day, for His bountiful mercies, grace, blessings, supplying 
our every need. 

Chief Massasoit and other Indian friends contributed 
to the blessings bestowed upon this small company of Pil- 
grims by giving them venison, wild turkeys and fish for 
their first Thanksgiving feast on American soil. They 
were a strange company in a strange land, suffering 
hardships for the sake of freedom to worship God as they 
pleased. This is a heritage which we should ever be mind- 
ful did not just happen, but was bought with many sacri- 
fices and will be maintained with hardships and sacri- 
fices. 


THE PILGRIM FATHERS had many prece- 
dents for their celebration at harvest time, the Canaan- 
ites and Hebrews, as well as the celebration they had 
witnessed in Holland, where they had previously lived for 
about ten years, in their search for freedom to worship 
as they chose. 


Another harvest festival with which they were acquaint- 
ed was the escorting of the decorated “hock cart,” which 
brought in the last load of grain from the fields in Eng- 
land. This was celebrated by all the villagers, a harvest 
celebration dating back to the Saxons in the ninth cen- 
tury. 

Two years following the Pilgrim’s first Thanksgiving the 
grateful governor called for another period of feasting 
and praying to celebrate the welcome rain that saved 
their crops after a long drought. There was set aside 
throughout New England a day of thanksgiving now and 
then after 1630. In Connecticut it became an annual 
festival in 1647. In the Massachusetts Bay Colony it be- 
came an annual festival in 1680. George Washington set 
aside Thursday, November 23, 1755, as a day of public 
thanksgiving. On October 29, 1781, following Washing- 
ton’s defeat of Cornwallis, the Continental Congress pro- 
claimed a day of prayer and thanksgiving. George Wash- 
ington appointed a day of thanksgiving on October 3, 1789, 
and another in 1795. 

President Madison, in response to resolutions of Con- 
gress, set apart a day for thanksgiving at the close of the 
war in 1812. Around 1830 Thanksgiving became an an- 
nual holiday in the state of New York, and in 1855 Vir- 
ginig adopted the custom. By 1858 governors of twenty- 
five states and two territories had issued proclamations 
appointing a day of thanksgiving. In 1863 President Lin- 
coln appointed the fourth Thursday in November as 
Thanksgiving Day. Since that time, less than 100 years ago 
we have had a national day proclaimed as Thanksgiving 
Day, the fourth Thursday in November. 


Some celebrations on this official Thanksgiving Day 
vary considerably from the spirit of thanksgiving by the 
Pilgrims over 300 years ago. That which becomes a custom 
may be observed without really getting into the spirit of 
the occasion. It is easy to forget the sufferings and hard- 
ships borne by our predecessors centuries, or even decades 
ago, unless we have something kept before us to keep us 
reminded. 

Three things which were marks of distinction in the 
celebration of Thanksgiving down through the ages were 
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prayer, thanksgiving, and feasting. One of these, feasting, 
have been kept prominent until today. In the Bible they 
were commanded to keep the feast seven days, and re- 
joice in the feast; “seven days shalt thou keep a feast 
unto the Lord thy God.” This was to be after they had 
gathered in from the threshing floor and from the wine- 
press. We may think we have not reaped sufficiently to 
feast, but we can always be assured that we have much 
for which to be thankful, much for which to pray. In 
gratitude and humility of spirit we can celebrate Thanks- 
giving Day. With uplifted heads we can exclaim: “This is 
my home! This is America! This is the land of blessings 
that keep running over.” 

We can think as we choose, worship as we please, choose 
our own way of life as best suits us according to our abili- 
ties. The spirit of thanksgiving is what makes the cele- 
bration real and effective—not the bountiful feast, not 
just the day, but, if we can comprehend the real spirit 
of the occasion we receive greater blessings. If we rem- 
inisce for a while on our American heritage—a land of 
plenty, a free country, free religion, free thought and ex- 
pression—and how and why we obtained it, we shall ever 
be thankful to our heavenly Father for this great privi- 
lege, and to our forefathers for the heritage left us, and 
make every day a thanksgiving day, and .sing “Praise 
God From Whom All Blessings Flow.” 

Let us resolve that we shall pass on to those who come 
after us a tradition of faith in our way of life, of cour- 
age, of human decency and spiritual living that will prove 
us worthy of the great American tradition.

Who gave you feeling and a soul: 

Praise to your parents who care for you, 

Who with all their love have surrounded you; 
Praise to Earth who in her body, 

Keeps valuable things for men to use; 
Praise to Nature who gives you all your food, 
Your clothing and great power to use her 
Secrets with great care; 

Praise to Love who with all her strength, 
Keeps you attached with all your friends.
